Mr, Osier Says tho Land Grant Is 
More Valuable Than Even 
That to C. P. a. 



What the KothscLilds Were Pre- 
. pared to Do— Before the 
Liberal Caucus. 



IFrom Our Own Correspondent.) 

Ottawa, Feb. 10,— To-tlay's proceed- 
ings in the House have been ni great in- 
terest to Britieli Coiiiinbia. Mr. Clarke, 
Toronto, severely criticized the Yukon 
bargain, and called attention to tbe 
atatemei;t publiehed to-day that the 
RothBchilds syndicate would have built 
a railway via tbe Dalton trail for a laud 
subsidy with no monopoly. 

Sir Louie Davies oaid the RothBchildB 
roprcBentative, after seeing the govern- 
ment's condilionB, said they would h1)bo- 
lutely refuee to have anything to do 
with the matter. 

Mr. Osier of Tornnto, who ig a direc- 
tor of tlie O. P. K., insisted that the 
s;overnment had done aboolutolv wrong 
in alienating such enorinouH aren.H of the 
public domain. He detieil contradiction 
of his statement that if he went to Lon- 
don and announced that lie liad the pick 
of 3, 750,000 acres of Yukon niiiieral 
landh tliey would real'xo more than tlie 
2-5,003,000 acres of land originally gran- 
ted to tho Canadian Pacific. In hia 
iudeement the government should build 
the line. 

At a ministerial caucus tho Yukon deal 
was explained by Sir Louia Davies and 
Mr. Sifton. Sir Wilfrid Laurier bepgi 1 
that not more than fonr or five vote 
against the contract, aa the Kovernment 
deairea to show a united front to tbe 
country. With regard to the franchise, 
a repeal bill was announced, the measure 
tu. be put through this session even if it 
is necessary to sit through the dog days. 

WEANQEL TRANSSHIPJIBNTS. 

Regulations Ominously Withheld nt Wash- 
ington— Cnnndian Shippini; to 
Be Protected. 

(From Our Own Correspondent.) 

Ottawa, Feb. 10.— The government 
was iiiideriniaapprehensionaboiit liaving 
received the American regulations ap- 
plicable to trans-jliipment at Wrangel. 
Tlie regulations received do not apply to 
this port and tho delay in receiving them 
is regarded ai ominous. 

It is the intention tn enact a regula- 
tion eiiiiilHr to llmtexiRtiiiuin tlieStatfs, 
and iiroviiling that Canadian goDds for 
the Yukon rii net be carried in Canadian 
botto'iis, otherwise full customs duty 
will be charged. 



CANADtAN AKTILLKRY. 

Dominion Association Advocates an In- 
crease in the Pay. 

(From Our Own Correspondent.) 
Ottaw.\, Feb. 10.— The Dominion Ar- 
tillery Association held its annnal meet- 
ing to-day. Col. Oote was ra-electetl 
prBPident. Dr. Borden, miniater of 
militia Slid that while there is no indi- 
cation of coming boetilitiea, it behrDves 
Canada to maintain sufficient military 
strength so that in the event of liostili- 
ties Blie could with the assiBtance of im- 
perial troops bIiow a bold front to the 
enemy. The meeting recommended an 
increase of pay to the artillery.

YUKON MftUOE PERMITS. 

Northwest Government Advised from Ottawa 
to Issue No Store, 

IFrom Oar Own Correspondent,! 
Ottawa, Feb. 10. — A discussion took 
place in the Senate to-day regarding the 
issue of liquor litiuor permits in the 
Y'ukon. The Northwest Territories gov- 
ernment is issuing them, and Mr. Mills 
admitted that theoretically the govern- 
ment of Yukon is iu tho hands of the 
Territories. That government has been 
advised, however, from Ottawa not to 
issue any more Yukon permita of any 
kind. Legislation will be presentc J this 
session defining the powers of tlie Terri- 
torial government and also to orovido a 
system of government for the Yukon. 

THE -'GALLIA" DELAYED. 

Three Days Late Reaching Halirax— Pas- 
sengers for Victoria and Vancouver. 

IIalii ax, Jan. 10. — (Special) — The 
mail steamer Gallia arrived to-day three 
days late, having encountered terrific 
ealee throughout the voyage. She aus- 
talned considerable damage of a minor 
nature, while her paesengera sufTered 
much discomfort on account of thesever- 
ily of weather, and some of tbe crew 
were cut and bruised bv being thrown 
about ug the ship pitctied and rolled. 
The st'jumer brought a number of pas- 
aengers bound for Yukon. Sh^ had 20 
cabin, 10 intormtdiaie, and 124 steeraee 
naasengers.

Harmon will attempt to 
secure aflidavita to tlie effect that two of 
tlie jurors exjiressed an opinion on the 
ciiBO before being called for examination, 
lie will seek to substuntiiite charges of 
uerjury and thus secure another chance 
for the prisoner. 

SPAIN'S OFFENDING MINISTER. 

His Recall Would Do Little to Soothe tbe 
Feelings Of American Politicians 
He Has Scored, 

jrADuiD, Feb. 10.— The Delome letter 
incident is regarded here aa a jingoist in- 
trigue intended to disturb the relatione 
between the United States and Spain. 

London", Feb. 10, — With the exception 
of the Daily Mail the morning papers do 
not comment on the Delome incident. 
The Daily Mail says : " We cannot sup- 
pose the Delome letter genuine, but if it 
if>, then all tbe fat would be in tbe fire. 
Things have reached a pass where little 
is wanted to cause au explosion. Eveu 
the recall ol Senor Delome would not sat- 
isfy or pacify tbe insulted jingoes." 

The American correspondents are all 
of tiie opinion that' Senor Delome's re- 
call is inevitable, but they believe Spain 
will bo allowed to withdraw him in the 
least (lisagreoablo manner, as after the 
republican criticisms of Mr. Cleveland's 
treatment of I.,ord Sackville West it 
would be impossijjlo to give him his 
passport.

Oolig'ratulations From the Governor- 
General— A Picturesque and 
luterestiug Faiictlou. 



At 3:15 o'clock yesterday afternoon 
Lieutenant Governor Molnnes, with a 
golden key aymbolic of British Colum- 
bla'ii best known resource and also of 
the province's present ]>rospectG, threw 
bai;k the lock wards and opened for the 
first time the great doars of British Co- 
lumbia's new public buildiniEB that have 
been in construction during ioax years 
past, and now stand an imposing nionu- 
msnt to tho architectural skill, natural 
resources and commendable enterprise 
of this most western Canadian province. 
A few minutes later His Honor had read 
from the throne the short but important 
resume of the government's eeaaional 
programme, and the last eeasion of tho 
seventh parliament of British Columbia 
had been iuaugnrated. 

Without, the February sun smiled in- 
termittently through banks of cloud, 
the band- of the Fifth Itegiment vied 
with the thrilling pipes iu giving the 
National Anthem to the air, the military 
and the navy did honor to the great 
occasion, the crowds cheered and tho 
biave new Hag of Canada iitittered from 
the giant dag polo. Within, the cream 
of provincial society, with the most rep- 
resentative men in British Columbia, 
public and professional life, crowded one 
another for breathing Bpace, yet without 
complaint— wliile they listened to tho in- 
spiring patriotic anthems sung by tho 
Arion club, the prayers oirered by the 
bishopa of the church, and the formai- 
;. .ea of the opening. It was a great oi;ca- 
sion, and no one was willing to sacrifice 
any part of the proceedings even to his 
liersousl comfort. 

Not alone in the magnificent legisla- 
liva chamber, but throughout all the 
tributary departments the well groomed 
throng found subject for admiring com- 
ment. The dome, the grand ataircases, 
the rotunda, the corridors— each uetail 
of the imposing pile as well as the com- 
pleted triumpu of the architect's skill 
was passed in review, and only one factor 
appeared wanting to eatisfy the public 
sense of the fitness of things — that Air. 
F. M. Eattenbiiry should be present to 
receive tbe honors of bla authorship. 
Superintendent E. C. Howell, the cap- 
Sble clerk of the works, was on hand, 
however, and he as well as Mr. Victor 
Moretti, the fresco artist, decorator and 
collaborator with the architect in much 
of the mast delicate work of coiielruc- 
tion, were fairly deluged with well 
earned congratulation. 

In the lofty legislative hall the scene 
was a not-to-be-forgotten one, the hand- 
some costumes of the ladies, tlje brit;ht 
uniforms of army and navy, the pictu,- 
eaque wigs of bench and bar, and the- 
surplices of the clergy, each lending afit 
individual cbarn-, to the general eO'ective 
ensemble when viewed under tiie, soit 
light Btreaming through distant roof 
winiiowB and reflected from tbe polished 
marble bo generoualy employed' in 
this beart and centre of the pile. Nor 
did ths ancient institutions of parlia- 
ment seem so incongruous as under the 
old surroundings — the mace even seemed 
a necessary item of the harmonious 
whoie. 

Of tlie ceremony of tlie opening there 
is not much to be written of necessity. 
The singing of the Arion club tuuier Mr. 
Greig's able direutioii was especially ap- 
lireciable, tlie vocal iiiueic liearil to ad- 
vautnge ill all parts of tho chamber lul- 
luirably illustrating its excellent afoiis- 
ticB. Ex-speakers Hon. J. S. Helmcken 
and Mr. J. A. Mara had seats of honor 
at tho right and left of Mr. Speaker 
tiiggins, representing iu lliemselves the 
history of popular government in this 
colony and province; while to name the 
distinguished resideDts of the province 
gracing the important functions with 
their presence would be but to list tho 
military and naval oflieers, the douiinion , 
provincial, and municinal dignitaries, 
and the representative public men of tho 
province, with the cream of its society. 

It was 3:15 o'clock when Mr. Speaker 
look the chuir only to vacate it a few 
minutes later at the entry of His Honor 
the Lieutenant-Governor. The later was 
attended by a guard ol honor which dur- 
ing the progress of the formal ceremon-

Senate Moves to Deprive Can- 
adiau Vessels of Traflic to 
Uduada'a Gold ITkl&s. 



Further liestrictiona TJacetl Upon 
the Trade From British 
Columbia to Alaska, 



Washinoton, Feb. 10.— Senator Frye 
from the committea on commerce to-day 
reported to the senate and secured the 
passage of a bill nmending the naviEa- 
tioii la\v3 in important particulars af- 
fectina the coasting trade of the United 
States. 

The bill is of general application, but 
it is intended especially to prevent Ca- 
nadian vesBels from Becuring an undne 
share of the carrying business be- 
tween Alaskan and other American 
ports. Complaint has been made 
that Canadian vessels were attempting 
to participate in the trade by startin;; 
from their own ports and then stopping 
successively at more than one American 
port and taking oflf paesengera and 
freight from one American port to an- 
other on the theory that all were em- 
braced in one voyage. 

The bill authorizes the secretary of the 
treasury to prescribe regulations for the 
transBbipment of goods imported into 
the Uaiied States from any foreign port 
by sea or river route, and, also amends 
the present law found in section 210S of 
the revised statutes, to read as follows : 

" The master of any Icreign vespel 
laden or in ballast nrrivicg whether by 
pea or otherwise in the water's of the 
United States from any foreign territory 
adjacent to the northern, northeastern 
or northwestern frontiers of the United 
States ehali report at the office of any col- 
lector or deputy collector of cuetoma 
wbich shall be nearest to the point at 
which snch vessel may enter such 
waters and such vessel shall not trans- 
fer her cargo or passengers to 
another vessel or proceed further inland, 
either to unload or take in cargo, with- 
out a special permit from such collector 
laaued under and in accordance with 
sach general or special regnlations as 
the secretary of the treasury may in bis 
discretion from time to time prescribe. 
This section shall also apply to trade 
with or through Alaska. For any viola- 
lion of this section such vessel sball be 
seized and forfeited." 

The bill provides for the forfeiture of 
any mercliandiee shipped from one 
American port to another, either di- 
rectly or via a foreign port, in any 
other than an American vessel. A 
like provision is also made in regard 
to the transportation of paeeengers by a 
foreign veesel from one American port 
to another, except that the penalty in 
this case is placed at iflOO each. The 
penalty under the exiating iaw is .^-'0. 
Tbe bill is made to take eflect one month 
after its passage.

Rapid Development of Resources Indicated 
by Growing Kevenue — Tlie Klondike and 
Its Relation to British Columbia. 

" Jf/-. Spralrr and Memhers of the Legis- 
IcUifc Asseiiibly : 

" It is a Bonrce of mach pleaeare to me 
to meet you in this the first'year of my 
office as Lieutenant-Governor, and to 
congratulate yon on the completion of 
these stately governnaent bufldings, so 
worthy of the province, so admirably 
adapted for the purposes lor which they 
were designed, and m which you are now 
assembled for the first time. 

" I am gratified to find that the rev- 
enue of the country ia exjjanding to such 
dimensions as to indicate the rapid de- 
velopment of our undoubted resources 
in minerals and other natural products. 

" The vast discoveries of gold in the 
Yukon region will give a great etimnlus 
to commercial enterprise throughout the 
province, and, in view of the urgent 
necessity of securing an all-Oanmiinn 
route to the Yukon, a measure will be 
laid before you for furthering that object 
) B expeditiously as possible. 

'■ Tae widespread discoveries of min- 
eral wealth in the province indicate the 
importance of affording increased trane- 
portation facilities for their develop- 
ment, end I commend for your careful 
coneideraciou certain mcasuies whicti 
will be introduced tending to ihatdesu- 
able end. 

"I have much pleasure in informing 
you tluit the efforts you mH(\e on former 
occasions to astidt the Crow's Nest Kail- 
way have — in conjunction with aid from 
the Dominion government — resulted in 
the active construction of that railway, 
and tliere ia everv prospect of its com- 
pletion as far as Nelson during the pro- 
sentyear. By this means the extensive 
coal fields in the Crow's Nest Pass will 
be made available, and the importance 
to the mining industry of a good and 
cheap fuel cannot be exaggerated. 

" I am happy to inform you that nego- 
tiations are in progress for insuring the 
early construction of the Victoria, Van- 
couver and Eastern tailvfay, which will 
open up the rich mining camps and agri- 
cultural lands along the route. 

" A measure will be introduced to you, 
having for its object rediBtribution in 
connection witli the electoral districts 

"It is satiafactory to learn that the 
abundant harvest of last year liaa re^ 
lieved the depression which formerly ex 
ist'id in our a;,'ricultural iiuluBtry. 

"fu view of the aLlaptability of our 
province for dairy farinintr. steps will bo 
taken for promoting its duvolopnient. 

"Our iisheries liave niaintaini'd their 
hi:;li reputation, and ol'fer a wiile range 
for furtiier expansion. 

"The timber industry 1ms shown 
marked improvement during the past 
year. 

"The revision of tbe statutes bas been 
completed, and legislation will be in 
trod need to give effect to the work of the 
eomraissioners. 

"The estimates of revenue and expen- 
diture for-tUe ensuing year will shortly 
be laid befoie you. 

"With every confidence that j-our la- 
bors will bo directed to the honor and 
advantage of the province, and to the 
proper development of its resources, I 
now leave you to your deliberations, 
trusting that divine providence will 
guide and assist your oiibria."

May it ring iii 
the legislative balls and coniniaiid the 
same respect that was accorded the little 
steamer in bj- gone days by the aborij^iiies, 
especially in ISlli when James Douglas and 
his little party of Hudson's Bay people put 
into Caiiiosuii bay (Victoria liailior), and 
laid the foundation of what is to-day one of 
the most promising luul glorious provinces 
under Her Alaiesty 's thig .

The latter communication was accom- 
panied with a massive and ornate gavel 
which many visitors admired during the 
remainder of the afternoon, as it occu- 
pied its new place on Mr. Speaker's 
table. It is made of the wood of the 
Hudson's Bay Comjiany's Beaver, the 
first steamer on the Pacific, and whicli 
only a few years ago was broken to 
pieces at the entrance to Vancouver 
harbor. The head is almost entirely en- 
cased in silver, on one side of which is 
inscribed the following: 

" Presented to tbe Legislative Assem- 
bly of Brisish Colambia at the opening 
ol the parliament buildings, Victoria, 
b.C, February 10, 1898, by C. W. Mc- 
Cain, Vancouver." 

Another inscription in hold striking 
letters is: " Wood of Sh. Beaver " An 
e.\cel!ent cut of the steamer is sltilfnll3' 
engraved cloRO to the latter inscription. 
The wood is highly polisiied dark teak. 
At either end of the head of the gavel is 
a coin shaped piece of copper. On one 
of the pieces ia the following insc^ription : 
" This copper was taken from the v. reck 
of the II. b. Co.'s Sb. Beaver, the first 
steamer on the Pacific ; she also croeaed 
the Atlantic in 1835." On the other piece 
is the following: " WrecK of il. 15. Co. 'a 
Ss. Beaver, Vancouver. Built 1,835." 

The gavel ie quite heavy on account of 
its metal casings, and would make a 
formidable weapon in tbe hands of an 
angry man. 

The strong and harmonious antheni, 
" On the Sea," " The Maple Leaf"— 
which unfortunately sounded very thin 
in the magnificently proportioned cham- 
ber, and by comparison with tiio club's 
other selections — and the stirring and 
sonorous "Rule Britannia" followed.

AS VIEWED FliOM THE LOBBIES 

Wlien the Lieutenant-Governor Formally 
Opened tbe New i3iiiMlngs (or tbe Pur- 
poses of Their Design, 

While the crowds waited for the coming 
of the Lieutenant-Governor there was a 
general scramble for places of vantage 
by those who, though not aulHciently 
fortunate to have secured the cherished 
tickets for seats, consoled themselves by 
taking peeps into the hall from a dis- 
tance or securing positions whence to 
witness the entry of the Lieutenant- 
Governor and staff. It reminded one of 
the small boy who, though he had not 
tho wherewithal to buy a ticket for tbe 
circus, managed to get a glimpse under 
the fly of the tent, and announce trium- 
phantly to hie less fortunate compan- 
ions, " Well I saw tbe horses' hoofs any- 
way." 

The hopes of the waiting ones were 
buoyed up by Pipers \V. A. Anderson, 
Murdock fllacdonald and the boy piper, 
Jiinmio McKenzie, who skirrled away in 
grand stylo under the dome to the ad- 
miration of tho multitude. A landing 
was kept through tlie lobby by a double 
line of tbe red marinea, very courteous 
but very decided when any one tried to 
pasa the boundary. 

The very fortunate ones from the 
rotundo got a glimpse of the Speaker far 
away in tbe distance, seated in state. 
Strange to say chough the noise did not 
strike one as in any degree deafening, 
the volume of sound caused by people 
tramping over tbe moasic and tiled floors 
was so great that not a single note of 
the siaging in tbe chamber could be 
heard oilt in tbe rotunda. 

By and by came a boom from the bat- 
tery of gunB urider Major Rosa Monro, 
on Belleville street, and then every face 
took on an expectant look and the big 
policemen cleared the floor from the 
main entrance. Tho massive wroilght 
iron gates which bar the entrance half 
way up the outside staircase were locked, 
and outside stood the Premier and mem- 
bers of his cabinent waiting to receive 
Her Majesty's representative. 

" P-r-r-r-sent 'ri ins" came a mullled 
sound from somewhere, and the guard 
of honor were seen to present arms as 
the carriage of tho head of the province 
drew up with n dash in front of the 
building. The Lieutenant Governor was 
attended by Surgeon-Major Duncan, A. 
D.O"., and Mr. T. R. E. Mclnnes, private 
secretary. 

" Whir-r-r-1" went the pipes, sound- 
ing the "Cock o' the North," as the 
tliree pipers beaded the Lieutenant- 
Governor up the staircaae. 

When His Honor reached the iron 
gate ho was greeted by the Cabinet and 
Hon. G. B. Martin, Ctiief Commissioner 
of Lands and Works, handed to him and 
to the Premier keys of gold and silver 
made from precious metals mined in 
British Columbia. Mr. E. C. Howell, 
Superintendent of Works, was also at 
baud and when the Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor had opened the lock the gates were 
swung hack and the formal entry into 
the building was made. Ilia Honor rais- 
ing his hat in answer to the general un- 
covering of heads and making hia way 
to his rooms alone, where hia staff 
awaited him. 

After another wait and a general 
craning of necks, Sergeant-at-Arms An- 
derson, with a brand new metal mace, 
ascended the stairs, and soon down came 
a gorgeous staff, all in uniforms of blue 
or scarlet splashed with gold, while "God 
Save the (Jueon " was played by tbe 
Fifth Rogiiiient band as the party pro- 
ceeded into the bouse. 

Then everyone outside the sacred pre- 
ciiits made a rush for the entrance, but 
the marines formed up across tho way 
ami admittance could not be gained. 

Wliilo the opening proceeiiings were 
going on, however, the crowd found 
jilenty of amnaemeiit in visiting tho 
vaiious intoreeting displays jirepared for 
their benolit. Then again there were 
(•ouie who bad tickets but did not want 
to go in, preferring to see the fun from 
the outside. Tbeee wero the few, how- 
ever. 

It was a distinctly good-natnred crowd, 
and among them many little folk, while 
OIK! of tlio noticeable features was the 
presence of quite a number of Chinamen 
who poked about here and there with 
their mouths open, wondering evidently 
what kind of a Joss house this was that 
tlio white man was opening up. There 
wero one or two memlidrs wlio came 
along just before the ceremonies com- 
menced, but they managed to get through 
the guard and mto their seats just in 
time. 

The lobljy of the house wag hung with 
life size portraits of historic personages, 
and people prominent in tho develoji- 
ment of the iirovinco also. ,V great oil 
painting of Her Majesty field a promi- 
nent place and there wero portraits also 
of Sir Georce Simpson, Hon. Hugh Nel- 
son, tho former Lieutenant-Governor; 
Hon. John Robson, formerly prefriier; 
Captain Vancouver, Alexander McKen- 
zie, the great explorer; Sir Matthew 
Baillie Begbie, formerly chief juatice; 
.Sir Harry Burrard Neale, from whom 
Burrard Inlet was named ; and Hon. J. 
■S. Helniclcon, the first speaker of Van- 
couver island wlien representative gov- 
ernment was granted here, 

The corridors round the hall were so 
crowded during the afternoon that it 
was with great difliculty that progress 
could 1)0 made by one one wishing to get 
to other parts of the building. 

Later in tho afternoon the Fifth Regi- 
ment band played in the lobby for the 
ple.iBure of tho people as thousands 
lingered about the building examining 
and admiring tho fine structure.

Displays That AddiciJ' .to .ttfe Interest and

The several displaVa a'ifranged for the 
pleasure of the publfo were a source of 
genuine pleasure, ihaeinuch as many. of 
the objects shown were of great histor- 
ical interest. All through tho displays 
the idea was adhered to of having thtm 
appertain to province subject". 

lu one of tbe large rooms c& the first 



floor was the picture gallery — a very good 
collection of pictures of British Colum- 
bia scenery. This was under the super- 
vision of Mr.T. Bamford, whose abilities 
as an artist made hia choice a 
happy one. The collection was 
not large, but it was carefully chosen in 
BO far aa the very brief time was allowed 
for collecting it. One of tbe largest col- 
lections waa that of water colors by 
Madame L'Aubinlere, charmingly pain- 
ted bits of scenery moBtly from around 
Victoria. One glimpse of the straits 
across tho end of a hill ia particularly 
pleasing. Mr. Bamford himself is quite 
a_ contributor, most of his pictures being 
oils. Among these a scene at Foul bay 
with several cattle in the foreground of 
the beach is excellent, the grey 
of tho beach merging into the 
sea very naturally. One of tho 
gema of the exliibit is a water color 
of a bit of swamp oil' Dallas road by Lee 
Rogers, splendidlydone, tbe effect of the 
Bwampy land being brought out to per- 
fection. Mr. T. S. Gora has a nuinbsr 
of scenes of typical camp life in British 
Columbia; Miss M. Carr has a number 
of her dainty black antl white sketches 
ofBcenery; \V. Blair has several large 
paintings of Victoria harbor and other 
Bcenea, and a small scene at Phillips 
Arm by S. Tytler may bo noticed, Mr. 
Sam Maclure bIiowb several good water 
color sketches, and there are quite a 
number of other pictures by various art- 
ists making up the exhibit. 

In the agricultural department Mr. J. 
R. Anderson, deputy minister of agri- 
culture, succeeded in making a wonder- 
fully taking display. Two big rooms 
were devoted to it. One of the first 
things noticed was a beautifully decked 
table of flowers the work of the Natural 
History Society. ' All these flowers were 
grown in the open air and made Eucii a 
bright show that would convince lilaet- 
ern people of the real mildness of Vic- 
toria's winter. In the collection 
of live flowers grown as already 
stated /)i //ic open air wero 
anemone, crocus, daiay, heather, gorse, 
marigold, monkshood, pansy, primrose, 
polyanthus, roseSj atccks, scylla, snow- 
drops, violets, wallflower, willow, yel- 
low and jasamine. Think of that, ye 
Easterners, up to your necks in snow! 
Next came a eplendid display of botan- 
ical specimens, beautifully mounted. 
Mr. Anderson has taken a great deal of 
trouble to make this collection, 
which is confined to provincial 
plants. A glass case near by contains 
an economic entomological collection 
to use some nice long words. Here may 
be Been our old friend, tbe wild and 
woolly aphis in hia lair, and not far 
away his natural enemy, that pretty 
creature the lady-bird, who sucks him 
dry aa pleasantly as does the gorgeous 
remittance man absorb the needful from 
the old folks at home. The borer and 
his bore and insects with strange names 
and schoolboy appetites for green apples, 
all are represented, even the tent cater- 
pillar. A small collaction of Australian 
woods, gums and seeds from New South 
Wales, and a very fine collection of wool 
samples from the same country were the 
only objects not provincial. Grains and 
fruite, flax and hops, and other produce 
of the province had a place in the show, 
and a moat excellent one it was. 

In the room of the clerk of tho house 
tbe Pioneers' display was presided over by 
Mr. Graham, the secretary, ever ready 
to give needed .information about tbe 
pictures on the wall. A reminder of the 
old Cariboo davB was tbe pair of saddle 
bags of the gold escort of 1863-'6-l. There 
were many thousands of dollars brought 
from the mines in thoEeold leather bags. 
Among three portraita on the wall were 
those of Sir .Tames Douglas, the 
first lieutenant-governor of Vancouver 
Island, ]\Iayor Harris, the first mayor of 
Victoria, the original design ot Carey 
oastle, built by Attorney General Carey 
for a home and now the official residence 
of the Lieutenant Governor. There were 
portraits of Governor Seymour, one of 
tho governors before confederation, and 
a portrait of Sir Joseph Trutch, the first 
Eovernor after confederation. There 
waa the well known picture of Hon. J. S. 
Helmcken,lhe first epsaker of the as- 
sembly and portraits of Bishop Hills, 
Bishop Gridge and of BiabopDemers.the 
last named Deinp> the first bishop to come 
to Victoria. Here too was John Dickeon 
the first president of the society when it 
was formed in 1871 and Captain Irving, 
one of the first steamboat captains on 
the I'Vaeer and father of Captain John 
Irving, M.P.P., who knewa a littleabout 
steamboats himself. Among the old 
prints are views of Victoria as far back 
aa 1S5S and an enirraving of Queen Vic- 
toria )?oing to tho Royal review in ISIO. 

To Mr. R. K. Gosnell, jirovincial li- 
brarian is due a great deal of credit for 
originating the idea of an historical diE- 
play and some of the moat interesting 
objects were to be Been in the reading 
rooms. Here in a glass case 
wa.s tho first marriage register 
iii-jed in Victoria. It waa brought out 
from England in 1836 by the Hudson's 
Bay Go. chaplain Bev. Herbert Beaver, 
and tbe first marriage in it is that of 
James Douglas to Amelia Connolly, in 
1837, tbe worthy governor setting the 
people of the little colony a good ex- 
ample. The first communion plate 
brought out by the Hudson's Bay Co. 
was also shown, Ilev. Mr. Beaver tiaving 
brought it with him from Fiigland in 
18;!G. An old specimen of a 
miner's license, Governor Ken- 
nedy's conimission with the great 
seal nttaclieil and other relics of the 
early history of tho province were shown 
in this room, the great seal, an iinmenee 
affair, Boven incliea acrosa and heavy 
enough to cause a rise in beeawax if 
many of them wero made, A little dry- 
looking book, the first published in Vic- 
toria, is styled " The Fraser Minea Vin- 
dicated," by Alfred Waddington, price 
fltty cents. The book presented by the 
Qneen to Westminster city, and with her 
own sicnature in it, was one of the ob- 
j-cts kindly lent by the WestminSUr 
public library coniniissioners, and there 
were many old historical relics thatmade 
the collection a remarkable one. 
« In tiie stationery room were more 
books valuable old ones such as Vancou- 
ver's voyages, Portock and Dixon's 
travels, Mear'a voyages and others, with 
quaint engravings and of great interest 
to the historian or the lover of old books. 
In this room too waa a collection of arms 
kindly lent by Captain Lav/rie. It con- 
tained fire (inns of all kinda including a 
cavalry carbine of the time of Charles I. 
— one of two in existence today— an old 
English cross how and one of the good 
long': bows that history tells about 
bealdes other curious and valuable 
.weapons made a unique displav. 

^he members dining room waa turned 
into a very attractive place for the dis- 
play appertaining to athletic oports by 
thp J.B.A.A. The pictures of victorious 
crews paat and present, tho trophies 
wuu by tbe good crews of the J.B.A.A,, 



the champions of tho North Pacific; la- 
crosse teams and other sporting subjects 
formed a very nice display. This was 
set off additionally by banks of beautiful 
plants, kindly lent by Mre. H. Dallas 
Helmcken, chief among them being 
some magnificent cinerarias in full 
bloom. 

While tbe public visited all these at- 
tractions in the evening the buildings 
were illuminated from top to bottom, 
the beautiful lines of the structure being 
brought oiit by rows of electric lights. 

The Fifth Hegiment band played dur- 
ing the evening and Piper Murdoch 
Macdonald marched up and down play- 
ing tho nipes with great tll'ect. A dia- 
))lay of fireworks brouglit tho evening to 
a close and were witnessed liy thousands 
of peojile, indeed tho buildings, large aa 
they are, were so crowded that locomo- 
tion in tho corridors was necessarily 
alow. 

For the convenience of those who were 
unable to attend hist night, the build- 
ings will be illnniinated this evening 
and will again be open to the public. 

Tho city police looked remaikably 
well yesterday as they marched lo the 
parliament buildings lieadetl in- the 
three iiipers. A large tcjuad v rro on 
duty there and also the provinci.^ police 
who were in plain clothea. Superin- 
tendent HuBsey, of the provincial police, 
and Chief Sbeppard, of tbe city police, 
were present in uniform. 

If ever a clock endeavored to distin- 
guish itself, it was the new timepiece in 
the legislative chamber yesterday, when 
it broke all records and waa still laps 
ahead at the time tho exercises of the 
day were concluded. Whatever was the 
matter with that clock has not yet been 
disclosed, but it succeeded in informing 
the visitors for tbe oiiening that the cere- 
monies lasted just seven hours, and when 
the adjournment waa taken at ■! :15 that 
clock unbluahingly indicated'.) :-i5. There- 
is a possibility that the clock may be 
useful in checking verbose speakers be- 
fore the close of the aesBion ia reached, 
but it is inclined to make the average 
man nervous. Even Mayor Redfern 
gave it a reproachful glance yesterday aa 
tbe hands chased each other round the 
circle, and one little boy in tbe visitors' 
gallery sadly settled himself to sleep as 
in duty bound when he noted the nonr 
of nine. 

Eighteen provincial and border news- 
papera of prominence were represented 
in tbe press callery yesterday, and al- 
though Mr. Speaker refers with pride to 
hia own former newspaper connection, he 
had taken less care for the accommoda- 
tion of the press than for any other detail 
of the.legialative buildings. Where the 
reporters were placed yesterday it was 
absolutely impoasi bio to hear what was 
said on the floor of the house, while few 
ot the usual conveniences were placed in 
the reach of the working membera of the 
fourth estate. It ia to be hoped that ad- 
eijuate reporting conveniences will be ee- 
cured before the real work of tbe session 
commences on Monday. 

Mrs.. H. D. Helmcken's customary 
thoughtfulnesa was evidenced yesterday 
in choice boutonnaires lor the members. 
They bad almost begun to look for tbe 
blossoms— when lo, the blossoms ap- 
peared. 

Mr. S. Perry Mills entertained the 
members of the bar after tbe opening 
ceremonies at the legislative ball yester- 
day.

MY INVINCIBLE FOE. 



At (!if closo of t!;o nioiiionililo year r,f 
1^7 1 I fnnnrl ii-,y.s(.'lf quiU'tcrud lit Fort 
Uiiut Valerin under General Noel. Wo 
Jmd been shut up inactive for several 
(lays, and very trying it was, knowing, 
fts \vr did. tliat tho.so cur.sud Gerniaii.s 
weru nial:ing a .steady advanuo ou our 
beloved Paris. At last an o\-(^ct canio 
that a recdiHiiiitprinf; party wa.s to bo 
Kent (Jiir in tin; dire(;t ion of Lougboyeau, 
a .-uiall villa,'.;o tunnu .six miles distant. 
Thi; ]jri)S]jfct of a possible skirmish 
vai.--t il our spirits very considcrabl)'. No 
. one wa.s inoro excdtcd tliau myself, hear- 
ing, as 1 did, sliortly afterward that I 
was to bo i3ut in command. 

We started the following morning at 
I ri'uk of day. For more than au Iioiir 
we 1 ramped along with eyes and l;eur- 
ing alert, bnt saw no sign of the enemy 
until we arrived at a point where tlio 
higlu oad braiielied off into inanmerable 
pathv,-ays through a largo wood. 

I had paused to consider which was 
tho ino.=t advisable route to follow 
wIm n I heard eoming toward US the 
s.ii'.i.d i-i licrses' feet, tho unuiistukablu 
tramp, tramp of cavalry. 

It was the work of . a moment for me 
to post niy men behind the shelter of a 
liedge. and tliero wo wiiitcd. Parblen ! 
How iny eomrailes' eyes gliuimed when 
out uf thudeptiisof tho forest there filed 
two by two some 20 Prussians, headed 
by an officer ! I can shut my eye.s and 
see that young man now as, pausing, 
ho gave the word to advance in fours. 
Ho was a magniflccutly built young fel- 
low, with steely blue eyes and long, fair 
uiustaclie — a typical looking soldier. 

God knows that during tho last few 
months enough French blood has been 
spilled to make us all burn for vongc- 
ii;ii e. Nevertheless, as I raised my laus- 
krt to my shoulder niy hand sliook. I 
was not au old soldier iu tlioso days. I 
b;id never shot any ono before at such 
elo.-e quarters, and this seemed to mo 
almost like murder, for ho was so igno- 
rant of all danger. Yet I know it be- 
hooved nio to bo steady, for they out- 
inniilien d lis by some half a dozen. 

1 gave tho signal, and wo all llred iu 
unison, every bullet going straight 
home. In the stampede of horses which 
ensued only four out of tho 20 of tho 
enemy escaped death, and thoy, nnnerv- 
liy thi ir loss, turned ttiil and gallop- 
ed bade int:o tlio depths of the forest.

Si'iiie few days later, in ono of onr 
in;my .--f irt ies, J rreeived a slight srrateh, 
vvhirli was toUcjwed by a bad attack of 
IVv. r. < )u rerovering a week's leave 
v.u.-, grant. 'd mo iu which to recruit. 
My regiment was at that time quarter- 
ed in Paris, a circumstance I determin-

y^y iuijuiries led mo to tho Val do 
Grace ambulance, where I fotmd Legras. 
The poor fellow was delighted at seeing 
a familiar fac(>, niid I staid and talked 
to him fur some time. In liis nuiilding 
nceonnt uf Imw lie had recriv. d lii.s 
W'U'.nd my atti'iil inn sli'aycd to ilh-oi'- 
(■li]i.nit.- iif ihe otlicr beils. (In.' in j.'ar- 
tirular fascinated me. It was tho inert 
(igure of a man lying in a cob facing 
Lt gras'. 

1 a^lci'd LcLTas if he Icm w -who tho 
poor f, 111 IV,' was. He aiiswen d in a tone 
of mingled pity and satisfaction: 

"A Prussian ofQcer. He was brought 
in .some two days ago. The doctors mar- 
vel how 1k! hfis lingered for so long, but 
thry say now ho is dying. The .sooner 
(he better, say I. " 

Hardly were tho words out of Legras' 
mouth when tho sick man suddenly 
raised himself, gave ono choking sob 
Mild ftdl ba(!k^s•ard. In that brii.'f mo- 
ment our eyes met. What I saw there 
made me shrink back in my chair with 
a sense of bewilderment — I may say ter- 
ror. That motionless figure was tho 
name young German offloor whom a 
week ago I had shot down with my own 
Ijand ou tlio road to Longboyean. 

Trembling like a leaf, X bent over 
him. He was dead.

Tho bugles had just 
Bouuded tho advance when, without aijy 
r.-arniug, (hrco German squadrons of 
cavalry, led by au oGieer, mado a sud- 
den furious descent on our left flauk. 
Under cover of tho fog they had crept 
t:p unnoticed closo to our lines. Had not 
the clouds lifted when they did we 
Ehould liavo beeu takou completely by 
surprise. 

It was an e.vciting mo:iient ns, quick- 
ly forming a square, wo received th( in 
with fixed bayonets. A breathless ten 
minutes ensued as we fought desperate- 
ly for our lives. 

I .'•:aw two of onr oificera fall mortal - 
ly woundi'd, but tho enemy's leader 
seemed to bear a charmed lite. 

His repeated attacks nnido our men 
waver. Bceing them beginning to fall 
back filled mo with a sudden frenzy of 
rage, (^ailing on my comrades to follow, 
1 tried to light my way to his side, an 
elTort which brought a cruel smilo to 
his lip.:^asho grimly awaited my attack. 

IJiiC wliai, was tho meaning of that 
sudden overwhelming fueling of terrorV 
Why did my bayonet fall from my 
nerveless fingers? Those steely blue eyi?s 
glaring into mine witli such deadly hate 
were tho same that I had seen closed iu 
death onco on tho road to Lougboyeau 
and again in the Val de Grace ambu- 
lance. 

With a howl I staggered back, only 
to riTover iny.'^elf as I .saw that terrible 
sword Ilash oneo again in tho suuHglil. 
What mysterious power made mo raise 
my pistol and lire it full in his face God 
only knows, but tho act saved my life. 
With a hoarse cry he fell backward. At 
tho samo moment his horse, swerving, 
caught mo a violent blow, which sent 
mo head over heels. On rising 1 rushed 
to his side. Ho was still alivo. Tho 
sight of those familiar features excited 
afresh my superstitions fears. It is my 
only excuse for what followed. I was 
mad with ti'rror. Seizing my bayonet 
with both hands, I plunged it with all 
my force not once, but thrice, into his 
quivering body. 

In duo timo tho campaign camo to an 
end. The day before tho signing of the

companied by an officer bearing n flag 
of ti'uce. As the latter advanced toward 
mo tho samo feelings of deadly fear 
overpowered mfe as had seized mo on a 
former occasion. 

, It was he — my gbosi ly enemy — v.'ho 
eight days ago had writhed in tigouy 
under tho repeated blows of my bayonet. 
As ho camo within speaking distance 
my feeling of terror changed to ono of 
passive des]iair, 

IJeyoiid uU doubt tuir enemies bnre 
charmed lives. Parbleu I What chance 
bad French bullets against such au in- 
vincible power? 

On our exchanging salutes he cour- 
teously begged in a strong German ao 
eiTit tliat his preseuco might bon.'ide 
kdwn to tho senior officer iu command 
— a re(|uest I at once forwarded by au 
orderly. 

His attitude as he stood warming 
himself by tho campfire enabled me, un- 
perceived, to have another good look at 
my ghostly visitant. Ghostly ho um.st 
bo, I said to myself tremblingly, for I 
bad made no mistake. It was the same 
manly figure which on three different 
occtisions I had seen extended in death. 

Suddenly be looked up and our eyes 
mot. 

"Wo may congratulate ourselves, 
monsieur," ho said slowly, "that the; 
campaign lias come to au end. Your 
spletidid resistance has cost my country 
many lives. Out there" — and ho point- 
ed to the distant plain — "four brorlu-rs 
took jiart in the strugglo.

NAMES OF PEARLS. 



About rivo TliouHund Small Ones Can He 
lloucht For Nine Dollars. 

Pearls are named according to their 
size. Tho very largo are called paragon 

pearls; when the size of a cherry, cher- 
ry pearls; medium are culled piece 
pearls ; smallest, dust jiearLs. The oval 
and long are termed pear pearls, while 
badly formed specimens are knowb as 
baroques. Tho value of pearls varies, of 
course, with the qualitj- and general 
colors, l;ut tho piece, seed and dust 
pearls always have a market price. 

Tho cherry and paragon are sold ou 
au entirely different basis. If many fine 
ones are on tho market at a time, they 
may bo had at rea.sonablo rates. Sonio 
years they bring almost any price. 
Tho last two years especially, the deal- 
ers say, there has been a great scarcity 
of lino pearls, although there is no fall- 
ing oft" in tho supply of the small stufl'. 

^Vhe^ a pearl exceeds one carat in 
weight, it is sold separately. Uud'»r 
tbatv.'eight they are sold iu parcels and 
become less valuablo as they become 
Buiuller. Tho smallest dust pearls col- 
hictcd average about 0,000 to tin) troy 
ounce and aro rated at about 51) per 
ounce. If, on tho contrary, one paragon 
weighing an ounce (or 150 carat.s) was 
ou sale, it would bring any r.mount 
from ii:;;0, UOO to .■?:J0O,U0O, according to 
quality. — Philadelphia Times.

THE LEGISLATURE OPENED. 

Notwithatanding more or lesa rain, the 
Opening proeeedinga yeaterday paased 
oQ' in very good style, and the day, that 
has been looked forward to with much 
interest, has passed into provincial 
biatory. There ia not much more to be 
said about it than to tell the atory, and 
this our reporters have done with their 
usual accuracy and graphic style. 

From a political point of view some- 
thing may be added to what the Colo.v- 
iST said yeaterday in anticipation of the 
epeecb. The people of the province will 
appreciate the decision of the govern- 
ment to aak the house to aid in securing 
an all-Canadian route to the Yukon in 
the moat expeditious manner possible. 
We submit that tliis ia a matter which 
rises far above political partizanship. 
It will be a moat unfortunate thing for 
tbe bnsineBS interest of the province if 
anything shall happen to prevent the 
building of this railway at the earliest 
possible day, and for this reason we be- 
lieve that when the government brings 
down its measure the' members o£ the 
bouse, irrespective of party, will exhibit 
a dispoaition to deal with it on ita merits. 

We are sure that everyone will join 
with the government in ita views as to 
tlie necessity of aomething being done to 
open with transportation facilities every 
.Dirt of the province where developuieut ia 
in progreagor is like! y to takei)laco in the 
near future. Without such incilities the 
advance of the country will necessarily 
be slow. With them it ia bound to be 
rapid. We assume that any measure 
that may be introduced for this purpoec 
^vill be met by the cry from certain iiuar- 
tera that it ia in the intereate of mon- 
opoly and a sacrifice of the people's in- 
tereate. Thiaaoema unfortunately to be 
the invariable rule in auch cases; 
but even those who take such 
a position will find themselves 
obliged to concede >icliou along auch 
a line to bo imperative upon any uov- 
crument that may he in power. If by 
any accident Hon. Mr. Tamer and hia 
colleagues sboiilil go out of ofBce to-mor- 
row, their Bucceasors would be compelled 
by the force of public opinion, by the 
exigenciea of the public welfare, to em- 
bark upon juBt such a coiueu as thai fore- 
ahadowed in the fourth paragraph of the 
speech. In regard to reiliatributiou we 
thing it must be taken for granted that 
for years to come any changes in repre- 
sentation that may be proposed must be 
only temporary. We had Hoine changes 
eif?ht yeara ago; we had (jthera four 
years ago and the house will be aaked to 
make othera this year. We do not ex- 
jiect that these changes will be radical. 
1 1 would be very unwiee policy to under- 
take a radical ayatem of redistri- 
butiOQ under present coudilious. The 
province la rapidly increaalni; m popu- 
lation, and new districts are coming to 
the front. Under these circumstances 
wo suggest that only such chatjges in re- 
preaontation ahould l)e made as are 
rendered imperative from time to time 
by changiug conditions. It ia quite too 
aooa to say what the normal number of 
representatives constitutlDg the legiala- 
ture shall be, or how they shall be dis- 
tributed throughout the province. All 
that any government ought to undertake 
to do ia to aeo that those localities, which 
are without aa large a voice in public 
afl'airs as their po])ulation and import- 
ance entitle them . to, receive euch 
measure ot juitice aa can bo given. 

The Colonist is specially pleased to 
see the reference in the Speech to the 
dairying intoreats of the province, for it 
has been foremost in urging these upon 
jthe attention ot the government. It be- 



lieves that the importance of dairy- 
ing in British Columbia can hardly 
be over-estimated. The market ia ex- 
tensive and ia certain to grow 
very rapidly. Our province la aplen- 
didly adapted for the prosecution of this 
department of ^farming, and we feel as 
though anything which the government 
can do to promote it will be of acarcely 
leas importance tlian the subjects above 
referred to. Indeed, this may be said 
with perfect truth, that while the richest 
mines of silver, gold and copper may 
some time become exbaaated, tbe dairies 
of British Colnmbia will contribute their 
products to its wealth aa long as the 
winds of the Pacific blow upon our coasts 
laden with moisture. 

The other subjecta in the speech serm 
to call for no particular comment to-day. 



SEATTLE OPPOSES IT. 

The Seattle papers are opposing the 
Stikine-Teslin route for all they are 
Vorth, and are representing that the 
proposed railway cannot be bnilt and 
attacking the scheme with vindictivt- 
neaa. The reaeon of this is obvious. A 
railway from Glenora or some other 
suitable point on the Stikine means the 
supremacy of British Columbia citiea in 
the trade of the Yukon. Tbe arrange- 
ments at Wrangel are veiy simple, and 
will not aflbrd tlio least embarraea- 
meiit to Canadian trade. All thnt 
the United iitatea government ntk, 
ia that the goods, while in ter- 
ritory over which it exerciaes jarisdic- 
tion, aball be subject to tbe supervision 
of their officers, and that the proper 
port charges shall be paid upon them. 
There is not the least reason to suppose 
that theae charges will ha unreasonable. 
If thoy are, it will ba the easiest thing in 
the world for the Canadian government 
to place port charges upon United States 
goods passing through Canada on the St. 
John and the St. Lawrence heavy 
enough to secure fair chargea at Wran- 
gel. We mention this not because we 
think that any such action is at all likely 
to be necessary, but simply to show that 
the matter is not all on one side. 

In opposing the railway the Poat-In- 
telligencer revives the exploded false 
hood about Sir Charles Tupper having 
obtained a license to sell 50,000 gallors 
of whiskey ia the Yukon district. It 
makerfno difl'erence to the Seattle paper 
that this atory haa been denied upon the 
beet of authority, or that it haa been 
shown that no one can get auch a per- 
mit from any one. The object of that 
paper is to oppose everything Canadian 
and tc seek tocreate the impression that 
everything in Canada is us corrupt aa 
the political ring whose dirty work the 
PoBt-Intelligencer has always so giad.'y 
done. 



THE PUBLIC ACCOUNTS. 

The revenue for the fiscal year ended 
June 30tb, 1897, abowB tbe total receipts 
to have been $1,883,046.24 againat $989.- 

703.22 during tbe previous year, not in- 
cluding in the latter amount the sum of 
$10G, 313.75 withdrawn from aink'ug 
funds during that year. The chief iu- 
creaaes are in the following itema : Land 
sales, $32,211.01; timber leases, $12,- 
787; timber royalty and licenaes, 
$24,117.87; free miners' certificates, 
$111,728; general mining receipts, 
.tSO,7()5.-i:5; licenaea, $15,072.35; fineb' 
$5,151;. 82; registry fees, $'27,0!0.- 
73; revenue ta.x, $5,15!; real property 
tax, $12,624 39 ; personal property tax, 
$24,744; wild land tax, $5,383.37 ; income 
tax, $2,406.77; printing office, $14,887.- 
98; mineral tax, $29,481.95, miscel- 
laneous, $8,213.52. There are some other 
increasea. Survey feea, rents, probate 
fees, succession duty, sa'n of government 
property and one or two others show 
amall decreases. 

The net expenditure for the year was 
$1,569,071.03, against $1,614,723.62, a de- 
creaaa of $45,051.99, There is a de- 
crease of about $3,000 in the item for 
public debt. The civil salary list is a 
little under $2,000 more than in the pre 
vious year 

justice cost about $1,800 more than 
the year ending June 30, IS'JO 
The chief decreases are in public 
works and buildinga, where the cut ia 
from $84,252.13 to $39,354.13, and the 
now parliament buildini? reduced from 
$257,903.33 to $180,395.77. There is an 
increase in the item roads, streets, 
bridges and wharves from $238,225,14 to 
$27(),081.68,' There la more than s 
$10,000 reduction on account of surveys 
This showing ia, we think, very satis- 
factory and will boar a more minute an- 
alysis on a future occasion. It demon- 
stratea that the finances of the province 
are in an extremely healthy condition ; 
that the burden of taxation ia readily 
met, and that the several services are 
being satisfactorily provided for. 



to what Hon. David Milla meant when 
he said the government is in poaseasion 
of information that will lead the Senate 
to paaa the Stikine-Teelin contract. It 
is tbongbt that fear exiata of a move* 
ment by the Americana in tbe Klondike 
to take possession of the country. We 
are not so sure that the Americana have 
any particular deaire to see the region 
change hands. But we want an all- 
Canadian route in just the same. 

Mr. E. CuNNiNonAM, who ia in the 
city, gives the Colo.nist the very inter- 
esting information that four men from 
Massachusetts are now on their way 
from Alice Arm to tbe Stikine.

MKS. JAMIESON WINS. 

She Does Not Have to Fay the Tax Arrears 
Subsequent to> Those For Which Prop, 
erty Was Sold to Her. 

A very important judgment was deliv- 
ered yesterday by the chief justice in 
favor of plaintifiTbi Jamieson v. Victoria. 
The facta are verv dearly set forth in the 

deei«ion, which is as follows: 
"The city held a public auction on the 

lat day of October, 1895, of land on which 
two years arrears of taxes had accumu- 
iited, and the plaintiff purchased thereat 
the half of lot 791 and received from the 
city a deed conveying tlie fee simple, but 
without any covenants for title or against 
oncambrances under section 2G2 of the 
Municipal Act of ISI).;, which was the act 
in force at tlie time of the sale; the city 
could only Hell for taxes two years in ar- 
rears, hut in fact, at the time of the sale, 
there were two other years' taxes due for 
the years subaeqiieut to those for which 
the sale was held. The city now seeks 
to sell for those 8ul)3equent years, but it 
seems to me that the city, by the sale 
already held, rtve divested ttiemselves 
of their lien, and must he taken to have 
sold free from all eacumbrancee. 

The question seems concluded by au- 
thority in Tomlinson v. Hill, 5 Grant, p. 
231. Chancellor Blake says that a sale 
for arrears of taxes operates as an ex- 
tinguishment of every claim upon the 
land and confers a perfect title under 
the act of parliament, and to the same 
efl'ect is the decision of Mowat, V.O.. in 
Mills vs. McKay, 15 Grant, p. 192. The 
case of Thompson vs. C61cock,2ci U.C.C, 
p. .')0S, is distinguieliable. There the 
second sale was upheld, but that was 
because of the particular statute applica- 
ble to that case, which vested the land in 
the purchaser freed from all charges and 
mcumbrances " except taxes accrued 
since those for non-payment whereof it 
was sold." No such section appears in 
our act of 1892. 

As the parties have agreed to take 
this motion aa the hearing of the case, 
I therefore give judgment in favor of 
the plaintiff for a perpetual injunction 
against the sale. The plaintiff will have 
her costs of suit.

EEV. m. MDNHALt. 

Some Interesting Views Given on the Sub 
jei.:, " One Aspect of Present 
Salvation." 

The attendance at the meeting held 
last evening ip the First Presbyterian 
cburcb by Rev. Dr. llunhall was light, 
owing to the fact that many, who no 
doubt would have attended, visited the 
new legislative buildings. The proceed- 
ings were opened witn a duet given by 
ProfesEor nnu Mrs. Birch, " Jly Saviour 
first of all." Professor Birch then ren- 
dereda cornet solo, " One sweetly solemn 
tbouglit," which was listened to with the 
deepest pleasure by those present. 

Dr. Munhall's subject was " One 
Aspect of Present Salvation." He drew 
fiia deductions from several heads. First 
taking the subject " How to BelieTOi" 
be maintained that bead faith only, was 
not salvation, inasmuch as a man may 
have bead faith and still sin. But if be 
has heart faith, sin immediately becomea 
hideous and is thus eschewc j. Ho said 
a Christian's duty was to sneak out of 
hia salvation, to sulimit to the 
ordinance of baptistn and to do 
all that your lianda find to do. 
The second lead was " Whom shall we 
believe?" and the answer given by Dr. 
Miinhall was " The Lord .leans Christ." 
lie argued that there was no merit in 
tears and sorrow or feelina;s themselves. 
There ia no necessity for mourning ic 
order to gain salvation. The Cnlviuist 
never sheds a tear when ho is converted, 
but his salvation ia nevertheless sincere. 
One shonld never mind one's fcalinga 
in such matters. It was only necessaiy 
t} know that ii you are not saved you 
are a sinner. Tlie third bead was 
" What Believe." Dr. MoDhall said 
that many bo called Christiana were like 
a sea captain who baa lost his reckon- 
ings. They don't know where they are. 
If a person, lie said, ia only saved when 
ho feels goc i and not when he feels ill, 
Ilia salvation is no good to him, because 
it is when he ft :!ls ill that he most needs 
it. Belief in Gcd'e word ia absolutely 
ncceasary if one ia to get salvation. If 
M-e do not believe in God's promises and 
HBRUrancea we can never bo converteil. 

Tlie Cliriatiana present on being asked 
one by one gave the name of the place 
where they were converted. The only 
place named wiiero the doctor had not 
apparently preached waa Chemaiuus.

Proposal to Connect the North Eud 
of Marsh Lake With the 
Hootallnqna. 



Railroading in the far norlh was con- 
sidered a few yeirs ago an out-of-the- 
way proposition unwarranted and almost 
impossible. The trend of public opinion 
has, however, changed with the advent of 
the Klondike civze and from the number 
applications for railway charters now be* 
fore the Dominion bouse it would seem 
aa if enterprises of that kind are popular. 
One application haa been made by the 
Lake Bennett and Klondike Navigation 
Co., of this city and the charter aakc^l 
for ia to connect the north end of Marsh 
lake with the Hootalinqua river, a track 
of country about 30 miles in length. 
This road would obviate the two most 
difficult parts of navigation, namely 
Miles canyon and the White Horse 
rapids, as Marah lake lies to the soutli 
of these waters. Whether the road will 
be an electric one or not, Captain Liv- 
ingstone Thompson, the secretary of the 
company, cannot at present state. Mr. 
F. M. Rattenbury, the chief promotor of 
the company is now In Eneland perfect- 
ing arrauKements for the constraction of 
the road and nntil be returns some six 
weeks benca it ia expected the full .de- 
tails of the undertaking will not be 
known. 

The company is a local one and that it 
means business ia evidenced by the fact 
that of the capital re quired to build the 
road $31,000 has already been sub- 
scribed. The company has long since 
commenced practical operations towards 
the establishment of their transportation 
lineoverthe Skagway pasa, having in 
course of construction several bDats. On 
the steamer Thistle and the Richard 
III, which sailed over a week ago,*the 
machinery and building material for a 
boat to he built on Lake Bennett were 
forwarded North. The plant for a saw- 
mill, also to be erected on the Iskes, will 
be sent North towards the end of this 
week and the buildera will leave here 
about ten daya later. Messrs. Bryce & 
Bannorman have the contract for taking 
the machinery over the Skagway pBsa, 
and they are required to fulfill their un- 
dertaking by May 24. This contract is 
looked upon by the company as being 
especially important, aa the macuinery 
is very heavy and cumbersome. The 
company's boats now building are to be 
ready for business by June 1. Three will 
be in service on Lake Bennett.

GERMANY IN CHINA. 

A Further Apology for the Missionary Mur- 
ders—The Kiauchou Concessions. 

New York, Feb. 9. — A deapatch from 
Pekin Bays : 

The imperial edict iaaued at the de- 
inand of the German miniatsr beinj; 
held to be unsatiefactory, a second edict 
was isau^ February 1. In this the Em- 
peror expressed recret at the murder of 
the two German miaaionaries at Kiao- 
chau. 

The unfortunate crime, he said, was 
committed by bandits in Shan Tanv, 
province. He had already puniahed the 
governor and the local officials. 

PermiBsion has beoii granted to build 
three churches and aevoral houses for 
the misg^onaries and orders have been 
isaued to allofficiala to protect the mis- 
sions. 

According! to the treaty with Germany 
they have ceded to that country the bay 

of Kiaochou and a zone of territory 
thirty milea wide for the construction of 
a railway 200 milea long from Kiaochou 
to Chan Fu (Shan Tung), the capital of 
the province of the same name, together 
with the mining privileges aloog the line 
of the zone.

Dawson City 
is not 80 populous as it has recently 
been, owing to the fact that the majority 
of miners are hard at work on their 
claims in preparation lor tlie spring 
clean up. When Mr. Kenny came 
through Major Walsh was Still at Big 
Salmon, and all the members of hia 
party were in good health. 

The Topeka'a trip down was anything 
but a good one, owing to the taku 
prevailing down the Lynn canal. The 
vessel's rigging and decks were coated 
with ice and tlio passengers were for a 
day unable to take the fresh air owing 
to the velocity nnd coldneseof tlio winds 
encountered. One of the small sfeamera 
plying between Juneau and Skagway 
brought word just before the Topeka 
aailed, that live men had been frozen to 
death on the Ghilcoot Pass and 
three others brouzht to Dyea. 
It was also reported that 
E. V. Sylvester, one of Skagway's big 
merchants, had been shot through the 
leg by a man who said the merchant was 
trying to "jump" his lot. The latest 
news regarding Ed. Fay, the bartender, 
who shot and killed Deputy Marshall 
Rowan and L. McGrath at Skagway, ie 
to the effect that Fay is now in jail at 
Sitka where he will await his trial. Fay 
after going to Juneau on the steamer 
Wolcott was taken to Sitka on the 
Topeka. 

TUB KUSII KOR LICE.\Si;.S. 

The force of one British Columbia 
argument for the Northern trade was 
illustrated yesterday morning when the 
steamships Cleveland and Oity of Seattle 
arrived with their hundreds on board to 
join the diggers for gold in the Northern 
country. Although the ateamers named 
were too full to receive more than some 
dozen papppngers here, there being up- 
warda of GOO on the Seattle, and in the 
neighbornood of 200 on the Cleveland, 
both were compelled to remain in port 
several houra. The stoppage was in- 
tended to permit ininera aooard to pro- 
care Canadian licenses, and as the ships 
tied up to outer wharves there wnaa rush 
for the custom house. From 8 in the morn- 
ing until almost neon the building was 
crowded. Its corridor was packed with 
an impatient, anxious throng ; the out- 
aide steps wore blocked ; and the crowd 
stretched far into the street, Mr. John 
McTavish, who had the principal share 
of the clerking to do happens to abound 
in good nature and being a speedy 
worKer as well gave the crowd no cause 
for complaint. The only place any 
grumbling was done was in tLe agents 
otBce. He had scores of paaaengera 
ticketed for the boats but found that his 
reserve space had been infringed apon, 
and he was obliged to refund many their 
mone}'. In Seattle there were also paa- 
aengera and freight left behind. The 
vessels left here at noon, the Cleveland 
having been in port since eight o'clock 
and the City of Seattle since nine.
